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The prior art of record fails to disclose the combination of a method of 
manufacturing a packaged IC recited in the base claim 15, including the combination of 
the process steps comprising: calculating trace width and spacing requirements of one 
or rinore signal and signal complement traces for a matching impedance at a given 
dielectric constant using broadside coupling in an IC package design, positioning the 
one or more signal and signal complement traces to maximize broadside coupling 
according to the step of calculating in the IC package design, positioning one or more 
signal and signal complement trace conductive reference layers parallel to the signal 
and signal complement traces separated by signal and signal complement trace 
dielectric isolation layers in the IC package design.
